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NOTE. 


A  N  unfortunate  gap  occurs  in  the  Diary  of  the  Corporation 
between  the  years  1602  and  1622.  It  is  impossible  to 
explain  the  loss  of  this  important  section  of  the  Town 
Records,  except  by  the  conjecture  that  it^was  lost  or 
mislaid  during  the  troubles  of  the  Civil  War,  or  possibly 
that  the"  volume  may  have  been  required  to  be  produced 
in  some  litigation  in  which  the  Corporation  was  concerned, 
and  the  book  never  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  Town 
Clerk. 

The  deficiency,  however,  is  partly  supplied  from  the 
Entries  in  another  Manuscript,  which  condensed  and  sum- 
marized the  ordinary  Minutes  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Corporation,  and  commences  on  March  2,  1604. 

This  Volume  is  thus  describej^  m  the  Calendar  of  MSS. 
of  Reading  Corporation,  drawn  up  by  the  Rev.  W.  ^D.- 
Macray  in  1886,  and  published  in  the  Eleventh  Report, 
Appendix,  part  VII,  of  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Com- 
mission, 1888: — [No.  xlviii.]  **A  folio  Volume,  containing 
a  Register  of  Elections  of  Members  of  the  Corporation, 
and  Of5ficers,  with  notes  in  the  latter  part  of  Leases  sealed, 
&c.,  from  1603  to  1665." 

The  Entries  in  this  Volume  are  copied  down  to  the 
30th  of  September,  1622,  when  the  Diary  proper  is  agaui 
resumed.

The  Second  Volume  of  the  Corporation  Diary  embraces  the 
period  from  the  first  year  of  James  I  to  the  fifth  of  Charles  I, 
(March,  l6oJ  —  December,  1629.) 

As  the  First  Volume  ends  with  October,  1602,  and  as  Volume  II 
does  not  commence  until  March  2,  1604,  it  is  evident  that  a  period 
of  sixteen  months  between  these  dates  is  a  complete  blanlc,  which 
it  is  impossible  to  supply  from  any  other  source.  This  accounts  for 
the  fact  that  no  record  exists  of  the  death  of  the  Great  Queen 
(March  34,  1603),  nor  of  the  Proclamation  in  this  Town  of  the 
Accession  of  James  I  to  the  Throne. 

We  have  before  mentioned  (s£e  Note)  that  the  entire  portion  of 
the  MS-  Diary  of  the  Corporation,  which  is  missing,  extends  from 
Oct.  1602  to  Sept.  1622  ;  but,  with  the  exception  above  stated,  most 
of  the  gap  has  been  fortunately  supplied  by  another  document, 
entitled  "The  Register  of  the  Nomynation,  Election,  Contynuaunce 
and  Succession  of  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  the  Boroughe  of 
Rcadinge,  [&c.] "  From  this  source  #e  have  been  able  almqst  to 
fill  in  the  missing  link,  resuming  the  Diary  proper  in  October,  1622. 
It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  this  brief  "  Register  "  or  Summary 
was  chiefly  used  for  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Corporation  and, 
therefore,  that  many  political  events  of  that  period  received  no 
notice.  No  references  occur  to  the  early  years  of  the  Stuart 
dynasty,  or  to  the  death  of  Henry,  Prince  of  Wales  (the  young 
"  Marcellus  "  of  his  day),  though  there  is  an  allusion  on  page  52 
to  the  marriage  of  the  Princess  Royal,  Elizabeth  of  Bohemia,  We 
are,  however,  able  to  trace  very  clearly  the  continuity  of  Municipal 
Government  and  the  gradual  development  of  the  Town  in  commer- 
cial importance  and  prosperity. 

A  considerable  impulse  was  given  to  the  extension  of  the  Town 
by  the  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  by  the  increase  of  trade 
which  naturally  followed  the  enlargement  of  Municipal  liberties. 
We  may  gather  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  from 
the  busy  activity  of  the  Markets  and  Fairs,  from  the  large  number 
of  Victuallers  and  Inns,  and  from  the  dignity  with  which  the  offices 
of  the  Mayor  and  Capital  Burgesses  were  regarded. 


viii  editor's  preface. 

In  the  erection  of  new  tenements  the  Town  seems  to  have 
expanded  but  slowly.  The  houses  were,  for  the  most  part,  densely 
congregated  within  a  narrow  area,  and  on  an  examination  of 
Speed's  map,  A.D.  1611,  it  will  be  seen  how  small  a  space  was  really 
covered  by  the  low  and  unsanitary  dwellings  of  the  trading 
population. 

The  Analytical  Table  of  Contents  will  furnish  a  convenient 
reference  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  Civil  Government,  Trade 
and  Social  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  period  covered  by 
this  Volume.     •

The  complaint  of  Richard  Wylder,  of  Mighells. 

Saith  that  on  Wensdaye  night  last  past  his  dwellinge  house  at 
Mighells  was  broken  by  pcrsones  unknowne  to  him,  whiche  did 
enter  and  stele  and  carryed  awaye  fourth  of  his  house  one  cloke, 
one  paire  of  breches,  one  wascote,  one  smocke  without  sieves,  j 
pewter  platter,  iij  or  iiij  girdles,  ij  bandes  and  J  blacke  hatt,and  some 
other  thinges  he  cannott  name,  presently  seeinge  the  cloke  and

Beingc  examyned,  saith  that  he  alwayes  lived  at  Bridgewater  in 
the  countye  of  Somersett  by  the  trade  of  linnen  wever  untill  about 
midsomer  last  past  and  then  travelinge  the  cuntry  to  seeke  worke, 
and  cominge  to  Oxford  he  did  there  worke  at  his  trade  untill  about 
a  moncth  past ;  and  from  thence  he  went  with  one  John  Parsons  in- 
to WiJteshere  to  seeke  worke  and  fynding  none  he  was  goeinge 
towardes  Surrey ;  and  on  Mondayc  night  last  past  lodged  within 
vij  or  viij  myles  of  Hartley  Rowe,  and  on  Tuesdays  night  last  he 
lodged  nere  Hartley  rowe,  on  Wensdaye  became  towardes  Reding 
and  layc  that  night  in  a  barne  at  a  husbandman's  house  not  know- 
inge  the  place,  within  4  myles  of  Rcadinge,  havinge  noe  company 
with  him,  and  on  Thursdaye  last  about  xij  or  j  of  the  clockc  he 
came  into  Rcadinge  to  an  alehouse  there,  beinge  the  house  of  one 
Symons  (havinge  noe  company),  and  there  by  chaunce  did  meete 
with  his  brother  Henry  Chambers  whome  he  had  not  seene  a  long

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Pawle  Cox,  complainant,  servant  to  Mr.  Tichburne,  standing 
by,  said  the  horseman's  coate  was  his  master's,  the  white  hatt  is  bis, 
and  the  hatt  band  his  master's. 

The  confession  of  Henry  Chambers,  another  of  the  iiij" 
men  attached  by  the  Constables. 
Beinge  examyned,  saith  that  he  was  borne  and  brought  uppe  in 
Bridgwater  in  the  county  of  Somersctt  and  there  did  live  in  his 
trade  of  a  lynnen  wever  untill  about  haulf  a  yere  last  past,  and 
then  travelled  the  cuntry  to  seeke  worke,  and  upon  Monday  last 
lodged  at  a  place  called  Newenham,  and  Tuesdaye  night  at  or  nere 
Wallingford  and  from  thence  on  Wensday  on  Wensdaye  [sic]  he 
lodged  in  a  barne  at  Blountes  Court,  and  from  thence  be  came 
Thursdaye,  viz',  yesterdaye,  to  Readings  and  there  goeinge  into  one

Saith  he  late  dwelt  at  Uckfeild  within  vj  myles  of  Lewes  and 
there  lived  by  his  trade  of  a  fustyan  wever,  untiU  about  a  moneth 
past,  then  he  went  from  thence  to  Salisburye  to  a  brother  he  hath 
there  and  from  thence  he  travelled  the  cuntry  to  seeke  worke ; 
on  Sundaye  last  he  came  to  Wallingford  and  there  lodged  at  an 
alehouse,  called  the  Greene  Tree,  Sondaye  night  and  Mondaye 
night,  and  one  Tuesdaye  he  travelled  the  country  and  came  to

The  confession  of  Alice  Symons,  wief  of  William  Symons. 

Saith  that  the  blacke  fellowe,  viz',  Tho.  Johnson,  came  to  their 
house  on  Wensday  last  in  the  aftcrnoone,  and  lodged  there  all 
that  night. 

The  other  3  strangers  came  thither  Thursday  last  about  x  or  xj 
a  clocke,  ij  at  the  first,  and  the  tall  man,  viz*.  John  Anncsley,  came 
after  them  ;  the  ij  men  brought  a  little  fardell  of  some  thinges 
in  a  lynnen  bagg,  but  what  thinges  she  knoweth  not. 

The  tall  man  had  a  clokc  and  one  or  the  other  a  horseman's 
coate ;  she  bought  of  the  said  Thomas  Chambers  a  white  hat 
for  iij^. ;  a  paire  of  breches  and  ij  napkyns  of  the  tall  man  for 
iijf. ;  she  rcceyved  nothinge  ells  of  them.

The  confession  of  Agnes  Gregorye,  of  the  parishe  of  Rippon 
in  the  county  of  York,  spinster. 
Saith  that  she  dwelt  last  of  all  in  Atdersgatc  Streete  with 
Mr,  Gabryell  Perinshey.  a  coachmaker.  in  London,  almost  about 
two  yeres  at  Michellmas  last  past,  and  then  travelled  the  cuntry, 
and  went  to  Thame  and  Oxford  to  seeke  service,  and  at  Oxford 
she  lived  with  a  poore  woman  untill  Christmas,  and  then  she 
went  from  thence  to  Henley,  and  havinge  a  cuntryman  at  the 
Lady  Forster's,  nere  Henley,  she  did  stay  and  rest  betwixt  the 
Lady  Forster's  bouse  and  one  Noble's,  in  Henley ;  she  spent 
ij  or  iij  monethes.  and  then  after  at  the  said  Noble's  house;  the 
man  called  Hamshier  Will  came  and  sould  certen  bondes,  and 
by  stayeing  there  a  while  grewe  acquayntcd  with  her,  and  from 
thence  he  perswaded  her  to  goe  with  him,  about  a  sixe  weekes 
past ;  and  then  they  went  together  to  Wallingford  and  there 
he  left  her  at  the  house  called  the  White  Horse,  and  there  she 
stayd  a  weeke  or  thereaboutes ;  and  then  he  came  to  Wallingford 
to  her,  and  then  he  brought  to  her  a  grey  peticoate,  iij  pairc 
of  sheetcs,  j  paire  flexeii,  and  the  other  coarse  cloth,  and  j  paire

Saith  that  on  Fridaye  was  senight  at  night,  viz*.  17®  Octobr. 
she  was  robbed  and  lost  all  that  she  had  by  two  men  and  one 
woman,  the  one  a  tall  man  and  the  other  a  very  young  man, 
aflfirminge  that  upon  Thursday  about  xij  or  j  of  the  clocke  in  the 
afternoone,  the  same  tall  man,  the  same  young  woman,  with  an 


elder  woman  and  ij  young  wenches,  came  to  her  house  and  had 
drinke  and  victualls,  but  went  awaye  and  paid  not  for  it  ;  but 
the  elder  woman  called  this  Examinatc  aside  and  told  her  they 
had  noe  money  to  paye  for  the  vitualls,  but  willed  her  to  accept 
of  3  ringc :  (whiche  being  unwilling)  did  accept  thereof  rather

once  or  twise,  but  their  names  she  knoweth  not.  And  upon  Sonday 
was  senight,  viz'.  19  Octobris,  there  came  two  men  and  a  woman 
to  their  house  to  drinke,  the  one  a  very  tall  man,  the  other 
a  reasonable  tall  man,  a  little  before  service  tyme,  and  they  stayd 
there  3  howers  and  did  eat  and  drinke,  and  awaye  they  went  from 
thence  she  knoweth  not  whither ;  and  upon  Mondaye  the  next 
daye  the  tall  man  and  the  woman,  and  a  bargeman  of  Henley 
came  to  their  house  agayne  almost  at  night,  and  would  have  had 
drinke,  but  had  none,  and  went  presently  into  the  towne,  but  to 
what  house  she  knoweth  not ;  and  before  that  Sondaye  she  never 
sawe  them  before.  Being  demanded  what  goodes  they  brought 
to  their  house,  she  saith  none  into  the  house ;  but  one  of  them 
had  a  bagg  under  his  arme,  but  what  Is  in  it  she  knoweth  not,  but 
caryed  it  awaye  with  them.

The  confession  of  Jane  Fuse,  servant  to  Thomas  Greene, 
dwellinge  there  a  yere  nere  past. 

Saith  that  within  3  weekes  past  two  men,  the  one  a  tall  man 
and  the  other  a  myddle  stature,  with  a  woman,  had  byn  at  her 
master's  house  3  tymes,  and  the  second  tyme  whiche  was  about 
fortnight  past  they  all  3  did  stay  and  sitt  uppe  togither  by  the 
fyreside  all  night. 

Att  the  first  tyme  they  brought  with  them  to  her  master's  bouse 
one  little  bagg  with  some  meale  in  it,  sayeing  they  had  lost  other 
thinges  by  the  wave  ;  at  that  tyme  nothing  eils.  Att  the  second 
tyme  they  brought  with  them  a  woman's  gowne  of  grenishe  colour, 
j  blewe  aperne,  j  sheete,  and  a  bagg  full  of  somthinge,  nothing  ells 
to  her  knowledge,  Att  the  3  tyme  thty  all  3  did  come  upon 
a  Saterdaye  morninge,  viz',  on  Satcrday  was  senight,  about  7  of 
the  clocke  in  the  morning,  and  then  they  brought  nothinge  into 
her  master's  house,  but  they  brought  some  thing  to  the  next  house, 
where  her  master  setteth  his  here,  but  what  it  was  she  knoweth 
not,  and  then  they  stayed  not,  and  that  night  the  two  men  came 
agayne  and  seeing  the  other  company  in  the  house  said  nothinge,

Saith  that  he  doth  keepe  bere  in  his  house  for  his  customers  and 
freindes,  and  that  uppon  Monday  last  was  3  weekes  was  the  first 
tyme  that  ever  he  did  see  the  tall  man  and  the  woman,  and  that 
night  they  lodged  there  at  his  house,  and  the  tall  man  did  saye  he 
was  borne  at  Basingstoke,  and  that  his  name  was  Hamshiere  Will ; 
and  afterwardes  when  they  had  byn  awaye  3  or  4  dayes  they  came

Fridaye ;  and  uppon  Saturdaye  was  senight  in 
the  morninge  about  8  of  the  clocke,  viz',  the  tall  man  and  the 
woman  came  agayne,  but  not  the  other  man,  and  they  came  not 
into  the  house  at  that  tyme,  but  went  awaye,  and  the  tall  man 
and  the  woman  came  agayn  upon  Sonday  morning  and  stayed 
there  and  eat  uppe  all  the  meat  that  was  provided  for  this  Ex- 
ami  rate's  dynner. 

He  saith  that  his  wief  bought  a  sheete  of  the  tall  man,  and  himself 
bought  4  pound  of  old  yron  of  that  woman  for  ^.,  and  the  tall  man 
gave  this  Examinate  a  newe  paire  of  garters,  colour  redd,  upon 
Sondaye,  the  last  tyme  he  was  there.

send  it  into  the  country  and  if  sufficient  workers  be  in  the  towne 
to  doe  it. 

At  the  request  of  the  Clothiers  this  daye  it  was  agreed  that 
a  certificate  shalbe  made  of  the  decay  of  clothing  and  badnes  of 
coloured-cloth  sale,  that  the  northerne  cloth  Is  sbippt  at  all  tymes 
at  lesse  customes ;  that  there  may  be  more  merchantes  ;  and  to 
have  the  same  liberty  of  shipping  at  all  tymes  and  at  the  same 
charges  and  as  free  as  the  Northerne  traders  (?)  do*.

Whoe  saith  that  uppon  Michaellmas  daye,  being  Mondaye, 
her  husband  was  at  Basingstoke  fayre  and  that  uppon  Sonday  he 
went  from  Reding  to  Shinfeild  and  playd  at  a  man's  house,  whose 
name  she  knoweth  not,  in  Shinfeild  untill  night,  and  there  she  left 
him,  and  he  told  her  that  he  did  purpose  to  goe  to  Basingstoke 
fayre  the  morowe  morning. 

Th'  examynacion  of  Robert  Dorey. 

Saith  that  he  went  fourth  of  Reding  upon  Michaellmas  even, 
being  Sondaye,  to  Shinfeild  to  the  house  of  one  Lambe,  and  being 
a  milking  feast  (?)  there  played  all  that  daye,  being  hired  by 
ij  maydes  of  Shinfeild,  viz*,  one  was  Lambe's  mayde  and  the  other 
is  named  [blank\  and  there  played  untill  about  xij  of  the  clocke 
in  the  night,  and  then  he  went  alone  towardes  Basingstoke  faire, 
and  as  he  went  he  stayd  and  playd  at  Mr.  William  Stevens*  house  in 
Stratfeildsea  before  daye,  and  at  that  tyme  he  played  half  an 
hower  or  thereaboutes,  and  Mr.  Stevens  gave  him  but  jrf.,  but  would 
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have  gevcn  him  ije/.  if  he  could  have  changed  his  money,  and  in 
that  tytne  he  sawe  noebody,  but  one  man  of  the  house  and  ij 
maides  whiche  came  fourth  to  goe  to  milking. 

He  did  not  see,  nor  heare  of  any  childe  that  was  layd  at 
William  Stevens'  house  unlill  Fridaye  after,  and  then  returninge 
from  Basingstoke  with  his  wicf  they  came  by  Stratfeildsea,  and 
then  in  the  Churchyard  he  did  see  a  grave  for  a  childe,  and  the 
Coroner  and  th'inquest  were  in  the  Church,  and  then  did  here  the 
circumstances  of  that  matter,  but  cann  say  nothing  or  knoweth  not 
anything  of  the  childe's  being  brought  thither.

viz^  about  all  Saintes  last  past ;  and  at  that  tyme  there  was  another 
elder  man  that  was  with  them  ;  and  they  did  use  to  come  in  by 
the  back  gate,  and  when  they  were  there,  they  did  spend  like 
gentlemen  and  not  as  pedlers.  Mathewe  Hobbes  and  his  mother 
did  use  to  carry  a  packe,  and  sometymes  the  woman  had  a  girle 
or  two ;  and  the  elder  man  was  there  a  weeke  before  in  very  base 


apparrell,  and  within   a  wetke   he   was   apparrelled   like   a   gente, 
with  gold  lace. 

Andrewe  Borman  saith : 
That  Mathewe  Hobbes  alias  Allen  saith,  upon  [i/atii]  the 
[Hank]  of  [plank]  last,  said  to  this  Informants  that  he  had  some 
plate  to  sell  and  would  have  this  Examinate  to  helpe  him  to  vli. 
in  money  or  more  ;  and  that  he  would  sell  it  for  14  groates  an 
ounze  ;  this  Examinate  bid  him  but  ^s.  an  ounze  ;  and  that  the 
said  Mathewe  told  him  he  should  have  30  or  40  poundes  worth 
of  plate  of  him  at  that  rate,  and  that  at  night  he  would  bringe  it 
downe  to  tin's  Complainantes  house ;  and  that  the  plate  was  all 
melted,  saving  one  beker ;  and  the  next  daye  this  Examinate

That  he  hath  byn  acquaynted  with  Mathewe  Hobbes  5,  6  or 
7  ycrcs,  by  reason  that  he,  being  servant  to  the  Jaylor,  the  said 
Mathewe,  father  and  mother,  were  in  the  gaole  at  Reding  ;  and 
that  he  never  sawc  the  said  Mathewe  Hobbes  theise  ij  yeres  until!

one  Richard  Lamphier  told  this  Examinate  that  Mathewe  Hobbes 
and  one  Neighbour,  an  elder  man  of  his  acquayntance,  were  at  his 
Mr.  Valentyne's,  whiche  Neighbour  was  newly  clothed  in  a  newe 
sute  of  apparrell,  layd  on  with  gould  lace ;  and  the  said  Mathewe 
Hobbes  being  sett  out  of  Counter  caused  this  Examinate  to  eate 
and  drinke  with  him  and  his  friend  at  their  host  Valentyne's,  and 
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that  the  said  Mathewe  did  geve  this  Examinate  an  old  pare  of 
breches  and  a  shirte;  and  that  he,  hearing  by  goodman  Nashe 
that  the  said  Mathewe  Hobbes  had  offred  plate  to  sell  to  Andrewe 
Borman,  this  Examinate  went  thither  and  questyoned  the  said 
Hobbes  about  it,  and  said  "be  gone®,  you  are  cloyed."

That  one  of  their  names  was  Hobbes  and  another  name ;  an- 
other of  them  was  called  Chambers,  an  ^^  alias  name ;  another  of 
them  was  called  Dallicott.  Chambers  made  a^^  sute  of  clothes 
in  the  towne  and  bought  the  cloth  of  Mr.  Dewell,  whiche  cost 
30J.  or  thereaboutes ;  they  stayde  there  one  night,  viz*.  Sonday 
night,  and  the  Tuesday  night  next  followeing,  by  his  perswasion  ; 
and  that  they  never  used  to  his  house  before,  but  he  did  knowe 
Hobbes  and  his  mother,  by  using  to  the  fayres  and  markettes  in 
this  towne  with  a  packe  of  wares ;  and  that  they  came  in  by  his 
streete  dore,  and  by  no  other  waye. 

Valentyne  Skeate's  wief  saith  :

another  his  name  is  Kitt  Dallicott ;  another  his  name  she  knoweth

them  clothes,  and  stayd  there  untill  Saturday  morning  and  then 
they  went  awaye  and  came  agayne  on  Sonday  and  lodged  there, 
and  Monday  night  they  were  m  Counter,  and  on  Tucsdaye  night 
they  lodged  at  their  house  and  went  awaye  on  Wensdaye  about 
7  a  clocke  in  the  morning;  she  did  see  nothinge  they  brought 
into  the  house  but  a  Irunke  of  wares,  whiche  he  the  said  Mathewc 
Hobbes  did  carry  awaye  wilh  him  ;  and  hath  lodged  there  divers 
tymes  in  the  last  yere.

The  examinacion  of  Richard  West,  apprentice  to  John  Jorden, 
musicion  in  Reding: 
Saith  that  his  master  was  at  Readinge  a  little  before  Christmas 
last,  there  came  into  iheir  house  a  straunger,  whiche  this  Examinate 
doth  not  knowe.  and  desired  to  have  a  shirt  washt,  and  his  master 
beinge  at  supper  would  have  had  him  to  eate  some  mcate  with  them, 
but  the  stranger  would  not  ;  and  that  night  this  Examinate  came 
in  from  playe  something  late,  and  he  Hghtinge  a  candle  to  goe  to 
his  bed  tooke  uppe  a  paper  by  the  fire  side,  wherein  wascerten  peeccs 
of  silver  plate,  not  knoweing  what  it  was,  whiche  he  then  gave  to  his 
master.  And  this  Examinate  thinketh  the  stranger  lett  it  fall  ;  and 
this  Examinate  saith  he  did  never  see,  nor  knowe  of  any  gould 
or  silver,  or  plate,  that  his  master  had,  nor  he  never  gave  his  master 
any,  but  that  he  then  and  there  found  by  the  fireside.

Saith  that  her  sonne-in-lawe  John  Jorden  was  at  her  house  about 
a  fortnight  before  Christmas   last   past,  and  th<.n   stayd   fortnight 
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or  thereaboutes  ;  she  neither  knoweth  Mathewe  Hobbes,  alias  Allen, 
Suzan  Hobbes,  nor  Christofer  DalHcort.  But  the  same  night  that 
her  sonne-in-lawe  came  home,  there  came  a  little  fellowe  to  her 
house  in  the  eveninge,  as  they  were  at  supper,  to  hire  this  Examinate 
to  washe  a  shirte  and  bond  for  him,  whiche  fellowe  had  a  horseman's 
coate,  but  what  beard  she  remembreth  not ;  neither  did  she  see  or

[Postea,  29®  Jan.  1624,  in  margin,^  Saith  she  was  called  to 
goodman  Skeate's  by  a  boy,  in  the  darke  eveninge,  to  come  thither, 
and  she  came  in  the  morning ;  and  the  girle  did  sec  her  in  the 
chamber  with  the  fellowes  and  was  there  with  her  and  they  did  will 

her  to  saye  that  they  gave  her see  what  long  Will  and 

Dallicpt  lyeing  in  their  bed  did  deliver  to  this  Examinate,  viz^ 
two  silver  plates  bowed  togither,  parcell  of  that  whiche  they  tooke 
her  over  night,  for  whiche  ij  plates  she  brought  xxijV.  and  tooke  it 
to  goodwife  Hobbs  at  Valentine  Skeate's  house,  [vide  postea,  in 
margin?^  The  girle  did  fetche  it  from  the  oven,  and  brought  it  into 
the  chamber,  to  deliver  it  to  them  lyeing  in  their  bedd^  rapt  in 
a  blacke  cloth.

[Eodem  die,  in  margin^  Saith  he  bought  noe  silver  plate,  broken 
nor  wholle,  synce  Michaellmas,  neither  was  any  offred  to  him  to  sell 
or  to  peice  by  any  man,  (but  onely  one  silver  basen,  which  this 
Examinate  brought  in  question  before  the  Mayor,  whoe  was  in- 
formed of  the  true  owner  thereof  in  good  tymc  ;)  neither  doth  he 
knowe  Mathewe  Hobbes,  alias  Allen,  a  pedler,  nor  Christofer  Dalli- 
cott, a  pedler, 

Mr.  John  Dewell  : 

Saith  that  about  8  weekes  past  Mr.  Valentine  Skeate  brought 
a  stranger  to  his  shoppe  and  there  bought  a  peice  of  grcene  medley 
cloth  to  make  a  sutc  for  that  stranger,  for  whiche  he  was  then  paid, 
but  the  name  of  that  partie  this  Examinate  knoweth  not. 
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Castell  Seymour,  taylor : 

Saith  that  about  the  Sth  of  November  last  Mr.  Valentine  brought 
a  customer  to  have  a  sute  of  apparrell  made  fourthwith,  whiche  sute, 
viz',  dublett  and  hose  of  a  grcne,  medley-colord  cloth,  bought  at 
Mr.  Dewell's,  and  the  hose  were  laced  with  ij  gould  laces,  and  he 
brought  a  cloke  to  have  newe  lace  sett  upon  it;  and  uppon  Sonday 
this  Examinate  carryed  the  said  apparell  to  Valentyne  Skeate's. 
where  his  customer  was  in  company  of  two  other  men  and  an  old 
woman  ;  the  woman  ivas  mother  to  one  of  those  men,  and  the  name 
of  the  lesser  man  was  called  Kytt ;  and  the  said  customer  paid  this 
Examinate  for  his  worke  js.,  in  a  backe-  chamber,  where  they  were 
merry  and  jovall. 

Valentine  Skcale  saith  : 

That  goodwife  Dorey  came  to  his  house  when  the  said  Hobbes 
and  the  rest  were  at  his  house,  but  whether  she  did  eat  or  drinke 
with  them,  yea  or  noe,  he  knoweth  not,  or  had  any  conference  with 
them  or  not  ;  and  that  Hobbes,  DalHcourt  and  Chambers,  and 
Hobbs'  mother,  came  into  his  house  altogithcr  by  daye,  about 
Hollontyde  ;  and  that  they  were  not  usuall  guestes  to  him  ;  and 
tliat  they  lodged  the  Tuesday  night  in  his  house,  and  went  awaye 
Wensdaye  mominge  about  7  or  8  of  the  clocke,  but  Dallicourt  waa 
g  me  before,  for  he  stayd  there  but  the  first  night ;  flatly  denyeth 
that  he  kncwe  not,  nor  heard  of  any  plate  they  had  or  brought  into 
his  house.  They  went  all  awaye  on  Saturday  morning  and  came

Saith  he  dwelleth  at  Cheltenham,  within  vj  myles  of  Gloucester, 
and  there  hath  dwelt  23  yeres,  and  there  hath  lived  all  that  tyme  by 
the  trade  of  a  silkewcver,  and  came  from  thence  on  Wcnsday  last 
intending  to  goe  to  London  in  the  companye  of  Robert  Lee,  his 
brother,  and  Richard  Bushe,  and  upon  that  Wensday  they  came 
altogither  to  a  place  called  Stratton  and  there  lodged  that  night.
